The trade societies or New York an*l Brooklyn 
were never ao (wwerful as they aro at the proseut 
tune. 
Greater interest is manifested In trade or­ 
ganizations tlrnn was tho case two years ago, and 
nearly every good workman, In every branch of In­ 
dustry, IS now a “society m ao." Tuere is probaWy 
not a plasterer in the city—unless he be a “ boss” - 
tlia tia n o t a member of the plasterer’s society, and 
it la this close union that has caable*! this bmiy to 
dictate term s to employers. 
The number of successful strikes that have oc­ 
curred this year has greatly augmented the sireiigtli 
of many unions. If a strike is successful itresulr.s 
m bringing more society men into the circle of 
“ unionists;” If tho reverse, the mcu that are *q>- 
posed to strikes—and there are a groat many 111 
every organization—frequently leave the society. 
The stories told about “ hundreds of workmen 
walking the streeu In search of employment" have 
110 foundation. No skilled m echanics are “ walking 
the streets” for the purpose described, alUiouob 
tliere are a groat many laborers, porters, clerks and 
others of this class ont of work. 
TUB DItT GOODS CLRItKS. 
The young gentlemen who serve behind the coun­ 
ters in the fashionable dry goods stores are perUap» 
the greatest sufferers at this time. The ladles who 
keep them busy are gone to Saratoga or some other 
place, and tne consequence is that employers, in th« 
absence of business, are cutting down ozponaes and 
the num ber of employes. W ithin two weeks Stewart 
has discharged over seventy clerks, and all the other 
large stores, with few exceptions, havo reduced 
hands proportionately. This places the clerks tu a 
verv bad position, for they cannot now obtain eiu- 
ploVnicnt, and few can save money enough irom 
their Hcanty eam lugs to carry them over the dull 
sea-.ou. 
BITIRDTNO. 
The brickluyora, plasterers, carpenters and other 
trades engaged In building are tolerably busy, wheu 
tlie season of tlie year is taken Into coiisideraUoii. 
A large num ber of residences are lu course of con- 
struntion between Fortlotli street aud Hie Park, 
while me coniiuiial demolition of the small House» 
ou Broadway aud the erection of magnlUcent store* 
111 their places furnishes a vast am ount of employ­ 
m ent. Ill West Broadway and Crosby street a nuiii- 
b ero fn ew houses are in course of erection. 
Ih e 
ohl nam e liousos on both these tliorougiifares are 
rapidly Uisiippeartng, and ere long, in place of ne­ 
gro (leus aud bagnios, inercliaiits’ offices and stores 
will appear. 
As iiieuiioiicd above, all me inectmn- 
l.‘s iiiid laborers engaircd In building flud plenty of 
work at csiiiblislied wages. The opening of Cliuich, 
Cliailmm and I’earl streets, aud Tbe demolUioii of 
the old Hospital lurnlsh work for 400 men. 
TUB IKON TllAOK. 
The iiso of Iron In the construction of houses has 
leut an addilional impetus to this branch of lu- 
dustry. Nearly all the large stores now 111 course of 
erection have Iron fronts, and In every cane tho first 
story Is of iron. Buildings like that of the Ei|iiHabl» 
Insurance Company have Iron raficrs, aud In many 
cases the door jam s and window fram es aro of iron. 
The rc.sult Is that Iron moulders are lu great de­ 
mand, and the wages of the men, that have been very 
low, are gradually coming up with tho tunes. 
MAKIII.K ANb BKOW.S 8T0NK CUTTKKS. 
This class of mechanics is very busy an*l earning 
good wages, varying from ilvc to seven dollars (>er 
(lay. The niagnlflcent structun.'s that our morchnui» 
and companies are now putting up, as 1-* well k.iowii, 
are costlv In the extrem e. Ilaiidsorao cornices, 
pillars with carved capitals, and ncU balustrades 
are usou. glvlug for more work to the marble cutler 
and (loiishcr lhau In days gone by, wiicii lo use 
while marble without any carving was considered 
au cxlraviigunt proceeding. Both marble an*l brown 
Slone cutters are now in great demand. 
SntPB UIRD IN O. 
There is no greater activity in tho docky.ii\ls in 
this vicinity to-ilay than two years ago. 
The 
(lollcy 01 the adm iuistratlou, and the strikes of 
einploycs in the yards, 
have pracileally put an 
end to shipbuilding ut this port. A few ferry­ 
boats and schooners arc all that cun lie seen upon 
I he slocks. I’crhap.t I’oilloii’s yard at Grecupoiut Is 
nil exception, that gentlouiaii having tlie contract to 
loiild thirty giinlioats for tho Hpanwh government. 
Very few rcjialrs are done lu New York, unlcHs itioy 
are of such a character that tho vessel cannot get 
away to any oilier port. Repairs to all the steam ers 
of note are done upon "the other s h c ," whore maie- 
rial and labor are cheap. 
Ol'HKIl TUADRS. 
AU tbe branches of the large lamlly ot lailors have 
had llieir “strike” this year, and as a general Hiiug 
imi>roved their eondition. The cutters obialii*M au 
advance of four dollars per week, and the men eu- 
gug"il in making up Karments at the Urst cU-m 
houses got an advance; only the m anufacturers who 
take cioihliig away to make up were defeated. 
Fancy work—by which we moan the making of 
aniilclal flowcra, ladles’ hair nets, paper boxes for 
candles. India rubber and horn Jewelry and to y a - 
givos employment to thousands of boys and girl*, 
men and women. This branch of trade is rapidly in­ 
creasing In Now York, and a w cat deal of the lanoy 
articles now made equal In delicacy of oxocutton the 
dainty productions uf France aud Germany. 
The waiters, recently defeated In their strike for 
higher wages, have all found employment. 
cabinetmakora report trade good aud the rate of 
wages improviug. 
TUB TRADE SOCIITriKa. 
The nnraber of trade socletlea in New York In­ 
creases very rapidly; Indeed there arc but few work­ 
ers who are uot bound together in an alliance "de­ 
fensive,” If not offensive. The public, however, 
never knows of their existence unless a strike 
occurs. It Is only the large bociotlea that receive 
particular attention from the press. The followliic 
IS a list or the (irlnclpal labor organizations in this 
city, with a statem ent of the numerical strength of 
each, and the rale of wages at present received itf 
the members.

The Trade in Coolies—now and 
by Whom Conducted. 


C h a r a c t e r , n a h k t ü i a t i d e c o n o ­ 


m i c s o f t h e C h i n e s e . 


•j'ne question of CUmese em iaraiioii to tiic UuiteU 
States Is at present atiractiuK a great <ical of public 
altenUon, and m an; of tlie leading men of ilic tiouth, 
Bonthwest and even tbe Norinwest have oam esuy 
taken op tne subject, and are applying to all know 
•oorcea from which to derive Inlonu&ilon. Tlie 
public press has thrown but little light on the ques­ 
tion, for the rcasou that it has had uo incaus of oh- 
U inlng accurate and reliable occouuts of this vast 
business, and our statesm en aud leading men are 
perfectly iguoruht of w huijhey commouly cailllio 
coolie 
trade. Even Mr. Koopmanschaap, who as­ 
sumes 
to be an oracle on this subject, is uuuc- 
qualDtcd with it further than in rccoivlug Chinese 
people in California, fur he hus never visited China 
In liis life. 
The opposition to this coolie movement 
arises 
from this general state of ignorance in 
regaiM 
to

passed “to prohibit the cooUe trade.» Many of the 
leading men in the Sew Eugland States protest 
agam st the Importation of coolies to this country 
because they believe the coolie trade and the slave 
trade are ideutloal; and even weie they convinced 
Uiat tbe coolie is simply an em igrant, who comes to 
matte fruitful the barren wastes throughout the 
length and breadth of the Boutii, the Southwest and 
the West; that he comes to build our railroads ami 
canals, and even to fill our workshops and factories 
and matte them busy with his industry, siill the New 
Jsmglanders would oppose him, for they are opposcil 
to everybody and everything th at Is likely to conflict 
with their Interests. That tlfls coolie em igration en­ 
terprise will ultim ately be perfectly successful no 
one can doubt after itelng enlightened on the sub­ 
ject. The n eat ten years will give us an enormous 
Chinese population, particularly in the South; and 
in view of this fact the purpose of tins article Is sim­ 
ply to give an exhaustive, comprehensive aud 
imparUal hUtory of m e coolie trade lii all its 
ramifications. 
Jiearly all nations have been, an<l are now, deal­ 
ing Id tne cooiie business, and every natiou that has 
perm uted these people to labor for it has become 
enriched thereby. England, France, .Spain, Holland. 
Portugal and Peru have long since acknowledged 
the benefits they have derived from Chinese labor. 
The largest business that was douc for some years 
was in the Cuban trade, and a num ber of first class 
houses la Havana were engaged In it, such as Drake 
& Co., José Maria Morales, Campbell & Co., Torrices, 
Puente A Co., Ferraii A Duplerrls, Ac. About the 
year is&s the Spanish govcrnmeut put some impedi­ 
m ents In the way of this tram e, and it fell off a litue 
lor a year or two, but afterw nnls begun ouain wlrh 
fresh vigor. Tlio bnslnoas until isei hud been prin­ 
cipally carried on by m erchants and joint stock 
oompanles of Havana, but in that year some of the 
planters began to receive coolies on thetr own ac­ 
count. Don Miguel Aluama sent an ageut to Macao 
in 1864, and until isat received largo shipments. 
Other planters followed his exam ple, but only on a 
•m all scale. The leading houses before the revolu­ 
tion in Cuba were the Alianza Company and Messrs. 
Ixmiblllo, Montalvo A Co. Tbe Krcncb lionse or 
Caro, llcruis 4 Watson recalled tliclr ageut last year, 
as did also all the other Havana houses. 
COST ANP PKOFIT. 
Up to the year 18A3 the co.st of lamliug a coolie in 
Cuba was aooui |1'¿0, Mexican. Of course there 
were expenses after tbe lauding to be added to this, 
but at that time the brokerage In China was seldom 
over live dollars per head, while in 1857 it was 
cighty-flve per coolie. Coolie coniracis have been 
sold us high as twenty-six ounces ($44:¿) and as low as 
twelve ounces. The im porters make a groat raanv 
bad debts, and from this cause and also frota the 
occasional great number of deaths on shipboard 
tlieir proflts are not so large as they otherw ise wonid 
be. In 1866 and 1807 coolie contracts were disposed 
of on as long credits as two years and without in­ 
terest. The most experienced coolie trader Is an 
American, Captain Francis Howen, a native of New 
York, who 1ms for the lust sixteen years been en­ 
gaged Id the coolie business lu Cliiua. 
He formerly 
commanded a num ber of coolie ships, hut for years 
past he has resided la Macao, where he has been the 
agent for the shiumcut of coolies to ihe Spanish 
West Indies. He ts thoroughly acquainted with the 
Clilnesc laws and customs, aud with iniernatloiial 
laws governing the coolie trade, aud has been very 
Buecessful. iTuDaUly there is no pcrsou engaged in 
tbe trade wno has a greater experience than > 'apiulu 
Howen, and ho certainly is more extensively Known 
than others lu the biisiuess.

The Peruvian coolie trade has. wlthoui doubt, 
been the causo of tne prejudice which most people 
reel against this husliiess, especially tnose who tlo 
not iiuderstand how it is carried on. 
That great 
cruelty ami injustice have been practiseil towunJs 
coolies In the Chincha Islands cannot he coiura- 
dicted. Mhlps engaged In this trade are luosUy owned 
In Peru, hut sail under tne Kalian Hag aud arc com­ 
manded by Kalian captains. 
They arc generally old 
American clipper ships, aud lu tins rcsi»eot are 
superior to other vessels in the trade. 
Uiit on nc- 
coniit of the bad managcmeut on board ih tic has 
liccn more trouble through mutiny, assassinations 
and mortality than on other ships. The rcniM uu« 
obtain their coolies from Macao at present, and laxe 
the lulerm ediate season heiweeu April and October 
for thetr shipment. Their trade, however, is coni- 
parativcly small. The principal house engaged in 
the business Is that of Ciirnevaro--a very rich 
Hallan, Who went to Callao many years ago as cook 
of a snip. 
He has a iiiim'H-r of sons, w ho m e well 
edii. afcd, high toned, gcutlemeiily men, and who 
now carry on the biiiiacss.

At that time aud foi a number or ycms 
aitcrw ard they were shipped not oii y from Macao, 
bnt from Hwatow and Atnoy, and as the expenses in 
Cnlna were at ihiil lime much less ihaii at prusent 
H great deal ol inonoy was made by the pitrtics con- 
ccined. (If luto years the agents for the shipment of 
ibCHO laborers for Cuba have boon obliged to restrict 
their operations in the F.asi and almost exclusively 
to the town of Macao, which has conscquenily iie- 
conie the prinolpul cooilc depot. This place is In 
IHisBCSslou of the I’ortuguese, and lUo anthoritics of

UOW COOLIKS a r c OBTAINED. 
The m anner of obtaining coollcs for the .Spanish 
West Indies is as ioUows:—The agent, after eaiab- 
llshiiig his house lu Macao and giving securliy to the 
Foriugese authorities, has then To hire several houses 
for the reception of the em tgranis as rapidly as he 
gets them. These buildings are mostly the old palaces 
of the wealthy Portugese or long ago. and many of 
them are re.iUy maguiflcem edifices, and all oi them 
commodious aud perfectly veutllaicd. By the laws 
of the land the doors of these buildings are always 
to remain open, aud no force Is ever used to delaiu 
a coolie. Each agent employs a nnm hcr of Cbiuese 
brokers to engage those people, aud in China there 
18 always a large population of ball-starved crea- 


contract. 
TREATMENT AND CONTKACTH. 
On arnvlng m Macao they are conveyed to the 
house prepared lor their reception, where they are 
washed, shaved and dressed and well fed. The day 
after this they arc taken to tue .Senate House, where, 
before a Portuguese Judge and other authorities ap- 
polnied by the govcmmeht, ihelr contracts are read 
to them by duly qualified Interpreters, ana tbey are 
asked 11 they are willing to accept the condlilou.s. 
If they agiee to this they are conducted back to the 
recepttou houses, where they rem ain for six days. 
I'liey are, however, at perfect liberty, for the doors 
are always open and they are well treated and fed. 
In every room there is a copy of the contract they 
are expected to sign, written lu the Chinese lan­ 
guage, which they can all read. During these six 
days they have plenty of time to refiect w htdher they 
will sign or not. At the end ol this time they are 
conveyed again to the Hcualc House and are again 
Interrogated as to their perfect willingness to enter 
Into the contract. Those that object are immediaieiy 
dismissed, and they have the advanUge ol a week’s 
board and their ciottie8.as uo cliaigea are made. Those 
wno sign the document are then Uiied out with uew 
clothes, AC., for tlie voyage, and arc geucraily paid 
two m onths’ wages in money lu advance. They are 
then sent on board of the ship lying in the liurhor. 
Here they may be liable to remain a month or six 
weeks before the number of passengers is completen, 
aud this IS about the worst regulation the I’ortu- 
gueso have. However, even ou the day the slitn 
sails, the harbor m aster goes ou hoard, aud auv 
Cliineae having anything to complain of. or even by 
saying Uo has a parent to support, will be Imme­ 
diately p ut ou eUoie again H he so dc.sire,s. 
ra n sm ra 
carrying coolies, as a general rule, are (he best ven­ 
tilated and provisioned of any ships in the world, 
ami IX 
American 
veascls 
were 
permitted to

coolies, as formerly. It wouhl be even 
much better for these emigrants, 
bec.ause the 
Old clipper ships formerly useil in this trade 
had great height between decks, and were alway.s 
well manned and commanded. There is an Instance 
of this In Captain I.ee (an American), of the ship 
JosefltaA Almira, lielonglng to the Aleanza Com­ 
pany, Of Havana, who on three voyages lost lea.s 
than two percent of his passengers. 
Coaiie ships for Havana aru wed provisioned—-in 
fact, better than any other class of euiigrani vess ;is.

WHAT THR WORD COOME MEANS. 
Most Americans and Europeans, wno are iiuac- 
quaiuied with Chinese life, iiuagiue that ihe word 
coolie embraces in its meaning all the popiilaiiou of 
the Chinese empire which Is devoted to agricului o 
and the various depurim ents ot productive Indus­ 
try. This Is an error. 
The word coollo Js ileugs.i, 
aud signifies laborer, and is not t'nlnese at all. It is 
used by the populations of the seaboard towns, who 
for the most part spcnk. In common wiiti the loreigu 
residents, what is ca led "Fqjeon English,’’ to desig­ 
nate a pariicuiui class or employes. There arc 
• coolie ripgei-s,» "coolie carDenters,” “roolie decK 
hands,’, “house coolies,’’ Ac.; but they form a sepa­ 
rate class from the population around them, 
in 
like m anner the word mamlurin Is generally sup­ 
posed ID this country and lu England to i>e a Cliinese 
torm; >>ut it Is not. 
It is also I’igeon Eiiglmli, and is 
derived 
from the foruiguese word “ m andar,” 
to comuiaud.

favorably with wtuiee or blacks; 
tlioqgh, or oourse, be cannot be expeeled to have in- 
mrcourso with local pollUciaua, with whom no doubt 
n# wti be a «trong card, tf introduced Into the States 
and clothed with the ballot, without becoming ae 
s ^ lo u H ly corrupt aa hla mentors; and as for tntel- 
1 genoe, he m immeasurably superior to the negro 
field hand. Everybody who has sjient years in 
China bears witness to the fact that the eoo’ie po«- 
sessea extraordinary imitative powers and learus 
the inysienes of the trades very rapidly uinler the 
laitlon of au American or European. There are 
among the lower classes of the population of the 
Chinese seal ward at the prescni momeut thousands 
ol excellent me, hamos—carpenters, masons, engl- 
neciH, Ac.—Who would be found an invaluable elc- 
m entón any Southeru esfaie. Kinally, it m ust be 
said that the coolie, even the lowest and w orst iii- 
structeil, is cleanly In his habits, which, lu view of 
his probable enipioymem as a •lomc.stio In hla uew 
home. Is a strong point in his favor. Frobahly Die 
preludie» which so largely prevails hi California 
agam st the Chinese there is mainly oauscil by the 
rumors, well or ill grounded, that uaineiesH vices 
are practise,1 among tnem; but me natural reeling 
of detestation resuitmg from such an evil reputation 
should not be directed against aU of that race. The 
coolie IS not addicted to such vicious habiui. A cui>- 
tam of a ship who carried 1,105 coolies from China 
to Australia took particular pains to ascertain me 
number and nature of such crimes m at wore 
committed on the voyage, an,l has since informed 
tho 
writer 
that 
he 
could

aqeertain if 
a single case had oo,;uired. ca-iibilng wlih dl-ce and 
checkers w, it seems, their \trlii, ipal vice. 
For the 
excitem ent au,i pieasiircs of the gam ing table a 
genuine coohe will barter his freedom . They have a 
scrupulous regard fur their puóuniaiy obBgatiuns, 
ami will not hesitate lo rob to obtain the money 
necessary for the discharge of their debts. 
This 
amusing trait lu the coolie character Is so well 
known m Rhanghac that people keep off the streets 
as muoli as possible ou cooUe setiiliig days. They 
are very olaiiuish, keep to ilienirelve.s as much as 
possible, saveiheir money, but like luxury In com­ 
mon with all Ea.stern people. Coo.ies consider politi­ 
cal bother a very poor business a ml never meddle in 
lis stnle. In Ringapore tueir action might have had 
an Im portant luiluoncc ou local politics, hut they 
have never interfered. 
How they would behave if 
driven to raadaes.s by the oratory of a .Soiiihern fire- 
eater or carpet-bagger it In impossible to say. but It 
is ))08Blble ihev would mind itieir owu bualueas like 
sensible celesilais. 
It IS not 100 soon now in the discussion of th e 
coolie em igration U) the Unlied Htaios to oiler a 
word of warning against the iuiro<iuction of opium 
as au aritcio of luxury fur the coiisuinpiiou of me 
coolie laborer, .should the cmigt atlon scheme come 
to a head, us is now highly probable, tue English will, 
without doubt, nope to find a m arket foV tlieir pol- 
sou here; but tjougrcss should see lo it that such 
stringent laws be enacted as would prevent the evil. 
Tne coolie laborer in Chinn-is generally too poor to 
purchase the dangerous narcotic; but ininsplanicd 
to the West he m ight find less diUlculty m proouriug 
it. The greatest evii that could belall him as a la- 
burm'm our fields would be a p'euUful supply of the 
Eugllsh po.sou, aud, indeed, the goisl that would 
accrue to ihe planters of the rioulh by the introduc­ 
tion on their lauds of Chinese laborers would un­ 
doubtedly be nei'.tralizeU oy the evils certain to arise 
from an unchecked .supply of that jiorniclous drug. 
fHlNl-WE WOMIIN. 
In all speciilatiuiis concerning ihe disposition of a 
purely productive and laboring populaiioii In Rtatcs 
aud lerrltorlcs where au abunduut HU{>ply of cheap 
labor ts cousiilered necessary to thcir proper devel­ 
opment, and lu every plan dovised to procure that 
population, the female quesUoti m ust necessarily be 
embraced. 
By rma we m ean that as a male popula­ 
tion, engaged lu any pursuit, deprived of the civil­ 
izing ami natural society of wuiiieu, must, ny force 
of cirt.'uuislauces, develop charaulciistics dangerous 
to the society auit.l which it labors, li beoome.s a 
qucsiion of the Inst Impórtam e to consider how far 
male labor can be employed without the presence of 
females, 
in the cotton and rice ticids of the boiitii 
male Chinese would undoubtcdiy he eudlclctii, the 
natural aptitm le »i the males for household duties 
having been ubitn'i.ant!y shown m the Rtaics of the 
I’acilic, where as .vei only they liavc labored. But cx- 
peneuce j,roves iliul to loaxe a foreign popu aliou 
coiitcniod with Ks loi and lia))py in Its avocation 
the presence Ufa cci lain iiuiiibep of lemales of the 
same class Is mdisiM-nhhiile. 
Tiie Hpaiiish, who, as 
shown »n this arucio, enjoy the kuowlcdge that Is 
bought by expericuce, prefer a mixed cargo ol 
males aud fema'.os to maius oniy m all consignments 
of coo'ics from China to iiieir West linlia IsmiuIs. 
Ihii tiieir wisucrt, bo l.ir, have met wiih a |)Oor reab- 
zailon. Thu waruilcss class ol the poputattou of 
the sea. coast towns ot China, from which me 
Spanish 8ovvrauie.u lec.ult uielr cooiics, are gen­ 
erally such poor .leviis ami su Jmpecumnus ami 
iiiLterabie inai w»nncii wil' not atiacn iaemBt;ivo.s lo 
mein lor any consideraiiou. 
Tne i'orm guese gov­ 
ernment, too, oiIer.s every obstacle lo the emigra- 
Iion ol females (0 the .Spanish Indies. 
The liberal 
induccnienis offered to sáiippcrs by the govcrumeuts 
of the Spanish vVe.d India islands for the im porta­ 
tion 01 coolie women fail to secure any considerable 
num ber of the Chluesc ‘ lair sex ’ for the reasons 
stated, 
without entering into ilie quesiiou ,n the 
necessity ot liaviug these women ou plaiiiatlons 
where Chinese men labor, the fact that the Spanish, 
after 
years 
of 
experience, 
consider 
their 
presence 
of 
so 
mucn 
iiiiporiance shoul'l 
be 
considered, at least, a pi-oper cause for careful in­ 
quiry ami calm consldcratiou. 
There cau he no reu- 
Hon to doubt that, as in more civiiued cummuui- 
tlcs—as we regard clvilizauon—the preseuce of 
women 01 their owu race, speaking their owu lan­ 
guage. uuderstaiiUmg their wants and habits, and 
thoroughly identified with them, would be of incal­ 
culable buucilt lo Chinese em igrants in Uie United 
.'states. An erroneous impression prevalía here, as 
well as in Eiikiaud, that Chinese women arc Imuionil 
lu their habits; and the opinion Is more tcna' iousiy 
adhered lo b'jcause of the well-known laxity of 
morals and tho prevalence of vicious habits among 
the Asiatic jiopulatlun of CaUforuia. 
But tlicre 
is no analogy or comparison between the state 
of society there aud in Chum or what it win 
be lu tue Soutiiern States. 
In the 1‘aeiflc .States 
tue Chinese emigrant, docile, obliging and quiet 
in 
bis 
Ui-siiOHltiou, 
aud willing to labor for 
whatever 
rem uneratiou 
his 
employer 
thinks 
proj.er to give him. finds hiin.self surrounded by a 
strange and hostile race; an alien in au alien land, 
liated by mo.st, and suspected by an, he regards his 
resideucc there as merely temporary, and looks 
lorward impatiently to the day when ho cau re­

sun 
with 
the wealth ids labor has brought him. He does not 
tm uk 01 providing himscll a iiome; the coriuiuons 
of his exisifcuce amid that nrejudiced popui.tllou arc 
snc.i that ad natural aspiratious are BUioihcred at 
their tiirth. 
Hence it fo.lows that ihongii he may 
exhau.st reams of paper in describiug to his lela- 
tlvee and friends, wiio remain home at case under

foriuaes. 
Ttie most depraved classes of the fcniafe* 
population. aT.vBjs m be found in seaport towns. 
Whether Asiatic, European or American, no not 
wait lor invitations, but being, as ts generally the 
case, the ercaiiircs ot .s))ceuiaiors as abandoned and 
cnm inal as iheniselves. engage in gangs at a con­ 
tract price 10 simply me wants of tho more dissolute 
elcmciii or the Chinese popniauon lemporaritv in 
Caliiornia. owing lo these fact» it shonlil not be 
expected that tne « ciestiiil em igrants In the COUUn 
Mate would develop veiy exim ordluBiy traits of 
virtue; yet it is uii iiuduiibied lact tiiat vice aud lut- 
monillty of a ’.l iiescrudloiw, as exhibited in the 
police court.'', which afford the very oest icst.s, src 
more extensively observed in tue iau c a“iaii than 
the Mongoii.iii race. 
■i ne Chinese woman of the lower class Ts, os a rule, 
mil nrally modest, virtuous ami in.ihful lo her m ar­ 
riage vows. While there are, as is well known, a iiinu- 
bei of lenialcs In C hina-and i»erlia|i.s far less than in 
commuidiiiis iioasKug of more ailvauced civili/.a- 
tiou—brought 11)1 to and trained to the profession of 
prostduiion, the great majority of the sex are pure 
in (heir morals. They are good doinestlcs, loving 
and nircctiuunte wives and muiiiers, and are exceed- 
lugly expert in household duties, on the rivers and 
bays on me Chinese coast there is a large ••Uo.stihg’’ 
Iiopiilation of iiieii, women and children, who live in 
honrl.y ami daily iiucrcoui'se with a class of peo)ile 
never celebrated ui any country for extraoniiiiaiy 
virtue; yet iho.sc who have hml Ihe best opporiuul- 
(ics tor Htuilyiiig their habits declare that a high de­

Every pei-sim o.xjierieuced in Chi­ 
nese character will uiidersiand how dmicull it fs lor 
ill-iiniulormeil pisjple to deal with the prulcssioiiiil 
Hoonndrcls who arc tho brokers in the coohc bnsi- 
iicBs; tnit as m at c.n-s is a nece.ssary evil, me ob­ 
servance 01 a few ordinary |iroc«ulioiis In negollut­ 
ing wim them will be found euiUcleiit to prevent 
disaster. It is a frequent practice of those men, 
Who. be*tdc.s being Oshcrincii, hrdkers, ’longshore­ 
men, .tc., are often spies of the diiTeivut piratlcsl 
leaders whose vessels drift about outside tho pons 
In waiting for homewanl bound vessels, to keep 
them informeil os to what shl)m are about to sail, by 
what passage, and the sort ol cargo they are taking 
on board. 
I he must lem iilc disasters that have be­ 
fallen Ainericaa and Euiopeau vessels Horn the 
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atiaoks of mratieai craft ol late vcars, in the i hí­ 
ñese seas, nave been traced to the sievedoree and 
’longshoremen where the ships were lomied. The 
danger to bo apprehended in the shipment of ooobes, 
even under contract with the local governnaenc aud 
to the tatisfaction of every quibble of Cbineiw law, 
is not so much irum the scheming of these people 
as 
from the 
regular plrates-professional cut­ 
throats, who would eagerly se iee the opportunity ol 
the engagement of a coolie cargo to m ix lu the 
crowd, th at they might at a lavoraDle moment take 
the ship aud m urder the crew. 
Tne Chinese cooile brokers look greiif pleasure, 
and no doubt m-vle great profit. In imposing ihesc 
rascals on shippers us genuine lalmrers. 
When a 
leading pirate succeeds in leavenltig a crew or 
cargo wim ms creaiorcs, he generally waits for a 
few days after the saiiiug of the ship uutd alisus- 
piciou has died out and then quietly steps on the 
deck lu preseuce ol his couiederates, who eagerly 
watch his movements and gives utterance to the war 
cry of hts clan. 
If m staut m urder and pillage docs 
not follow K ,s because the Anglo-Haxoii olemeni is 
too slroiig and the Chinese courage oozes through 
the native p.g tad. The duuger ui a bad seh ctlou of 
coolies, thcreiore, Is not lo be underrated, but it cau 
he altogether avoided by those who may engage in 
the business of irausporiing Chinese laborers by the 
appolutm cui of men who arc thoroughly acquainted 
with tho celestial “go-betweens,’’ and who are able 
to compete With them in smurtiicss. 
The selcciion 
of men for tue work on the principle of poliiical or 
personal favor, -as oiir consular sytlcm is mauaged, 
would unilouhteilly result in liulure and dls.tsier.

Coutracis for five years, with power 
to renew for a longer term , are eagerly entered into 
by these coolies- at the lollowlug rates;—Black­ 
smiths, eight dollars; carpenters, first class, seven 
dollars; carpenters,

The American 'I’rudiiig Company oi

Thei r 
experience, too, with Iheir Chine.-ni employes has 
been in accordance with what hns been alre-atiy sahi 
lu this article respecting the geueral ctmructer and 
habits of the cooile laborer.

It will 
not be wonderful if Rgyi’t becomes the centro 
of a great empire which, white it will catch 
and retain some ol that Mussulman glory 
which is dying out in European Turkey, will 
also stimulate trade all along the line of the 
Danube and all along the shores of the Mediter­ 
ranean : will draw largely and boaefioially on 
the resources of Arabia, Persia, India and 
even the farther East, and will prove itself the 
powerfid centre from which European oivlliza- 
tion will go forth utilizing the va.st but un­ 
developed wealth of Northern and Central 
Africa. 
A splendid ftiture now seems possi­ 
ble for the ancient land of the Nile; and, if 
good sense Is granted to its rulers and the 
European Powers are not foolishly jealous of 
each other, there is no good reason why that 
future should not be realized. 
The idea that Egypt is a grand central posi­ 
tion is not new. 
Geo^aphically it is the point 
of contact between Europe anJ Asia on the 
one band and Africa on the other. 
Its geo­ 
graphical position and its rich soil secured for 
it a great place in early history. 
We think of 
Egypt as one of the earliest cradles of the 
race, one of the first seats of empire, and per­ 
haps the very first nursery of science. 
Long 
before the Western nations had emerged from 
barbarism Egypt had built her temples and 
her pyramids—temples which In their ruins 
.speak of an architectural magnificence which 
the experience of four thousand years has not 
surpassed, and pyramids which for bulk and 
endurance stand unrivallod among the works 
of man. 
When later the seat of empire was 
established in the West, the importance of 
Egypt as a great world centre was never 
wholly lost sight of. 
When Alexander de­ 
stroyed Tyre, and thus Injured that great high­ 
way of commerce between Europe and Asia 
on which had grown up Tyre itself, Baalbeo 
and Palmyra, he showed his appreciation of 
the central position of Egypt by founding 
the city of Alexandria. 
The wisdom of 
Alexander was justified by the proud position 
which Alexandria afterwards attained. 
In a 
literary and commercial point of view it had 
for many ages no rival, and for population, 
wealth, and imperial grandeur it had no supe­ 
rior but Rome. 
In spite of the many vicissi­ 
tudes of fortune it never altogether lost its 
proud place until the whole Mediterranean 
trade was destroyed by the discovery of a new 
route to India via the Cape of Good Hope in 
1497. 
The value of Egypt commercially has 
been seen and recognized by all great rulers 
from Alexander downwards. 
If Alexander 
founded the city which still bears his name 
the Caesars patronized it, and the first Napo- 
lean was ambitious to restore It to its ancient 
splendor. 
It was the discovery of the new 
route to the far East by Vasco de Gama which 
caused Egypt to be temporarily forgotten. 
The new route was fatal not to Egypt alone, 
but to the entire Mediterranean trade. 
It left 
Venice and Genoa to sink into decay, and 
plunged the prosperous republics of Italy into 
a second barbarism. 
Such a railroad as that 
which now connects Alexandria with Suez, or 
such a canal as that which M. Lesseps promises 
to open In November, would have rendered the 
discovery of De Gama comparatively value­ 
less, and thus have prevented those commer­ 
cial changes and political and social revolu­ 
tions which followed. 
The age of steam, however, was not yet, 
and steam was necessary before such a rail­ 
road or such a canal was possible. 
It is unde­ 
niable that the Mediterranean trade has in- 
creaied mightily since 
the 
railroad 
was 
opened some years ago, 
Egypt has increased 
in wealth and importance. 
She has again, to 
a large extent, become the highway to India, 
and the oities of the Mediterranean coast are 
sharing the benefit, as of old. 
Useful, how­ 
ever, as the railroad has proved itself, and 
necessary as It must continue to be, there are 
still inconveniences which it cannot remove, 
wants which it cannot supply. 
The frequent 
transfer of goods which is now necessary 
necessitates much waste and involvce large 
expense. 
A canal across the Isthmus broad 
and deep enough to admit vessels of the 
largest tonnage is now, as it ever has been, 
the crying want. 
It is to the credit of this 
age that that want is now likely to be supplied. 
If the Suez Canal is opened in November the 
land of the Pharaohs will resume something of 
its ancient Importance. 
The ooasts of the 
Mediterranean will bristle with flourishing 
cities. 
Greece, Italy, France, Spain, Portu­ 
gal will all obtain a new lease of life, 
Eng­ 
land will use it to strengthen her hold of India. 
But Egypt will gain more than they all. 
We 
do not wonder that the Sultan bas become 
jealous ol his vassal; 
for Ismail Pacha 
is 
already, 
in 
the 
eyes 
of 
Europe 
and America, a more important personage 
than his master. 
If the Viceroy plays his 
cards well he may not only soon be an Inde­ 
pendent prince, but he may soon have many 
cities any one of which will bo more Import­ 
ant than 
Constantinople. 
The wealth of 
‘Ormus and of Ind" seeking the European 
market, and the manufactures of Europe seek 
ing the commercial emporiums of Asia, must 
needs pass through his territory. 
No other 
way will be thought of, because uo other way 
will pay. 
Alexandria, In a few years, will 
double her itopulalion. 
It will not be other- 
ise with Cairo. 
New cities will spring up 
all along the line of the canal. 
Egypt, which 
requires but attention and care to be made 
once more one of the garden* of the world, 
will blossom and rejoice on every si.le. 
In 
Egypt itself a new field will bo opened for 
European 
enterprise, and 
European* will 
settle in the country in increasing numbers. 
As we have said already, Istnail Pacha has 
the cards in his hands, U he knows how to use 
them. 
His personal succe.ss or failure is of 
the les* Importance that Egypt will have 
become the object of the world s attention and 
care. 
.She must go on. 
It is now no longer 
an impossibility that, with Egypt lor its cen 
tre, a new and mighty empire slionld arise In 
the East. 
It may be the privilege of many 
now living to witness the realization of the 
dreams, the ambitions, the struggles of fqrty 
centuries.

Another hopeful sign, though it makes one 
shudder to contemplate It, is the murderous 
atrocities of the volunteers and Spaniards 
upon the Cuban and American prisoners they 
take in war. 
One of the latest telegrams from 
Havana informs us that the Spanish troops at 
Baracoa had shot sixty rebels whom they cap­ 
tured. 
Even Admiral Hoff, who, like the 
administration, has proved rather the protector 
of the Spanish and Spanish Interests than of 
Americans and American interests, has at last 
been compelled to protest against the murder 
of his own countrymen and the horrible 
cruelty of the Spaniards to all their prisoners. 
It Is stated that orders have been issued to 
them not to bring in any more prisoners, but to 
kill them ou the spot. 
Brutal and atrocious 
as all this is, it will, as we intimated, help the 
Cuban cause. 
It will make the Cubans more 
determined than ever to oonquer their inde­ 
pendence, for the war has become one of life 
and death, and it will raise a storm of indigna­ 
tion in this country and awaken the sympathy 
of people everywhere. 
Looking at these 
things and at the critical state of affairs in 
Spain, now is the time for the United States to 
Interfere in behalf of Cuba and for the Spanish 
government to give up a hopeless struggle and 
the island.

It appears as if the Oathollo Powers of 
Europe were moving towards the arrangement 
of a more general and complete politioo- 
rellglous union, with the sanotioo, perhaps 
under the inspiration, of Rome. 
We have

treaty, by virtue of which the government in 
Florence is to support Napoleon with a con­ 
tingent of fifty thousand men in the event of a 
war, and to hold the city of Viterbo as a 
border point of the Papal territory. 
We have 
also the supsradded assertion that Prussia is 
to take charge of the keys of St. Peter and 
garrison Rome with twelve thousand men 
should the French forces evacuate the Eternal 
City.

The Chicago 
Evening Post thus states the case, adding that 
Dr. Cummins, deeming It a monstrous as­ 
sumption for the Bishop to prevent a clergy­ 
man in good standing from preaching at the 
request of a church, especially when that 
ohuroh was his former charge, and believing it 
necessary for the vindioation of his own repu- 
tatloj) and rights, paid no attention to the 
mandate. 
It is a repetition, on a larger scale 
and with more conspicuous opponents, of the 
famous Tyng and Boggs case. 
Bishop White­ 
house, like Boggs, has all “high churchmen” 
and the letter of ecclesiastical law on his side, 
if not the spirit of that Gospel which the 
founder of Christianity bade his disciples go 
and preach to every creature. 
Dr. Cummins, 
like young Tyng, is sustained by “low church- 
everywhere and by the sympathy of 
the general 
public. 
To outsiders, 
who 
care but little about the 
difference be­ 
tween theological tweedledum and tweedledee, 
and who wonder why Dr. Whitehouse, with 
bis fondness for ritualism and bis reverence 
for authority, does not aspire to be Pope of the 
Church of Rome, and why the Cumminses and 
the Tyngs of the Protestant Episcopal Church, 
with their impatient disregard of its regula­ 
tions, do not found sects of their own, it is a 
pretty quarrel as It stands. 
The quarrel between the Bishop of Illinois 
and the Rev. Mr. Cheney involves points of 
interest and importance to all American cltl- 
Mr. Cheney may have unwisely vio­ 
lated the prescribed forms of his Church by 
omitting certain words from the Book of Com­ 
mon Prayer, but It is not surprising that the 
community in which he lives should justify 
him in appealing to the civil courts to restrain 
Bishop Whitehouse, at once prosecutor, selector 
of the jury and president of an ecclesiastical 
court, “ organized to convict and appointed to 
condemn,” from proceeding to remove him 
from his redórate and break up his business 
and profession. 
The ground on which Mr. 
Cheney asked for and obtained an injunction 
was that bis accusers were “ combining and 
confederatiog” to injure his character, and 
that their actions in the premises were “ con­ 
trary to equity and good consoieuce.” 
The 
Bishop bas postponed the trial until the 29th 
of July, and vehemently protests “ against all 
claims of 
tl>e civil tribunal to interfere, 
whether by equitable proceedings or in any 
manner of supervision and control in the 
ecclesiastical discipline of the Church in the 
trial of its ministers." 
Brigham Young like­ 
wise protests against all claim of the civil 
tribunals to interfere with polygamy as prac­ 
tised by the wealthier members of the Mor- 
Church. 
But both Brigham Young and 
Bishop Whitehouse must be reminded that in 
this republic the separation of Church and 
State is complete, and so-called ecclesiastical 
courts have no more legislative authority than 
‘irresponsible debating society.”

decisions cannot override the rights of a citizen 
or the laws of the land.

The twelfth annual report of the Central Park 
Commls-siouers to the Common Council of tdte city 
haa just b<ten published. It is a handsomely printed 
oiHavo volume of 104 pages, containing a nuuibcr of 
Dhotographic views of scenery tn the Poik, a lltuo- 
giaphed representaUon of the Hadrosaurus Foulklr, 
as restored by the effort» of I’rofefcsor B. Waterhouse 
Hawkins, and maps of the Park showing the work 
<loue up to last January anu also of that pan of the 
island north of 153th street, as proposed to be laid 
out Into streets, avenues and parks by me Board, im 
der the auihoriiy conleired upon them by the Legis­ 
lature. 
STATISTICSI. 
Tlie report opens by giving the total expcnditnro 
on account of construction for the year at 5240,8:2, 
which sum has been chiefly applied to the Be’.vTdere, 
to the boundary wall, to the rustic structures, to 
the Iron work for the celling of the terrace, to the 
nooriug anu celling of the terrace with illc, 
to a new ara.n pipe on the west side of the Park to 
divert a flow of water that for several years ha* 
interfered with the closing up ot the ice over the 
surface of the Lake, and to the constmcilon of a 
drain across that portion of the Park lying between 
Kighih aud Ninth avenues and Seveuty-soven'tli ami 
Klghty-flrst streets.

U F. Warren, have 
addressed a couimuuicallun to the Board of .State 
Assessors, protesting against the alleged unequal 
and wrongful system of assessment »doptcd for the 
fifty-eight rural counties of the .State as against that 
obtaining lu the metropolitan cou»Ues of New York 
and Kings. The associauou affirm that lu 1862 the 
State lax on each dollar of the valuation of property 
W.-Í8 one-fourth of a mill, and for the previous 
ten years it had not cxcoede»! one and one- 
tcuth mills on each dollar. The inequalities wtdch 
then existed in the valuation of the dlifurent couu- 
tles were not of so Hcrious a character as thev have 
alnce become. For Instance, in 1867 the state tax 
was seven and three-filths mills on eaCh dollar of 
yaluation. The association maintains that In the 
rural counties the us.seasinent8 have been kept very 
nearly np to the standard of the enhancing vahia- 
tions, while In the conutics of New York and King* 
tbe asscssmenta nave been allowed to full fur below 
that standard. In the year I8O6 the equalized vaitia- 
Hon in the county of New York sxcecrieil the 
local valuation in the sum of $1.3,802,705. In the nine 
years from i860 to 1868, inclusive, there has been 
added to the local valuations of the fifty-eight rural 
counties wlHitn a fraction of |3(i(t,000,000. wuhm 
the same period there has been deducted from the 
local valuation of the county of New York more than 
$600,000,000, aud from tite county of Kings nearly 
$110,000,000, upon whicn vast amounts the two 
counties bad been exemjit from uxailon. I’he »«so- 
oiatlon state that the Incrcaae in me population of 
the flfiy-cight rural cuunties from IBM to ise.5 was 
fourteen per cent; New York, forty per cent; Kings, 
124 per cenL In the year 1866, ihrough me action of 
the HiBte assessois, the assessors of New York county 
Bucceetled In getting Uielr local valuations rednced 
Id tne Huiu of $130,2116,663, and were relieved from 
the .'(Ute lax upon 111iH sum, which amounted that 
year to $724,-26* 37, In 1867 they were relieved of the 
Htai* lax on $117,000.000, the rate that yeartielug 
•evsoaad three-iirin mills on each dollar, in 1h6s 
their valnatioii wa* again reduced $I09,809.016. 
Within ih« utst three year* the counties of New York 
and Kings have h*»l thetr local values retlnced In 
amount sufficient to exempt them from .State taxes 
Of more than $2.600,000; and since 1839 the amount 
thus wrongfully thrown upon the rural counties, 
which should have been paid by the counties of New 
York ami Kings, te probably In exccHs of $5,ooo.ooo. 
The press of New York ami Kings connttes-ob- 
scrve the association—are clamorous on the Hiibjcci 
of taxation, and from Hiidr st»udpoint u UuuUo 
natural that they siioiild be. If the two counties 
c»n succeed in iran«icniiig. for the next throe year*, 
two and a halt mllliuns ol State taxes trom them­ 
selves to the rural coiiuUe*. tnis clamor will perliaiis 
have been not in vain. The associsiion expresses 
Itself as ffrmly 01 the opinion that were strict justice 
done to tho rural oouiiHc* the aggregate of the as- 
sesse.l valtiauon* of New York ami Kings counties 
would fully equal sixiy-fivc per cent of |tho entire 
valuation of tbe State.

If m the present state ot society au dunderlts 
demands ou Its educated members wo can no lunger 
im itate the example of the most odraooed ánUon» of 
antiquity aud raise and Instruct our youth ohiedy m 
the open air and under the shade of trees or marble 
colouades; it we of necessity have to oonllne our 
children behind walls and cloged doors, we have to 
p ar the more aiteution to the condition ol the air 
they breathe, and to the trials the youug bodv is 
Butijecte<l to, us the injury done to the latter during 
the period irom the sixth to tne sixteenth year of 
age cun never oe repaired. An Impedod expanse 
of .the chest and tíie life organs hidden in it: a disQg- 
ured frame ami a distorted spinal coiumn. as a con­ 
sequence ot long continued, uuim tural aud awkward

Everrtblng on the gallows was now reanr. Mr.

Sight which otherwise would have met nis gaze, and 
William Edwards, with Uie noise and dm offalUng 
bricks and Umbeiti, and the shocKlng cur.scs aud no 
less shocking langiiter of a rabble riugiug in hts 
ears, passed through the portals of death. 
A UOBIUBLE SÜSS1S. 
The rope was too ioug ana the kuot had alipped to 
the frout of tbe ear instea<l of belng behUid It. 
Death was not in.siuntaneous, by any means; It was 
a long, lingering one, and Uie struggle of the unfor­ 
tunate m an was frightful. 
Edwards’ body swayed 
to aud fro, turned round and, bornble to relate, his 
toes touched the ground as the rope lengthened ouu 
His sufferings no one can telL but aa if he wished to 
put an end to the awful affair. U s legs doubled up 
for an Instant and it was only very seldom that he 
touched Uie ground. Whether this was done con­ 
sciously we, of course, cannot say.

hanging trap door. As he was being hsiiieil up to 
be Clear of the ground some person at the bottom 
caught holiE of ins legs. It appeared to those above 
th at he intended to break the neck of the culprit by 
giving him a powerful jerk, and tbe volnnteer was 
ordered to desist. As bis bold loossned the body 
swung Into its former itosiiion. 
The sentence that W ilium Edwards “ be hanged 
by uie neck unUi he be dead” was carried out, for. 
alter hauglng thuteen m inates his spirit passed Into 
the presence of his Maker. WhUe he was suspended 
Dr. Ihugieider, ptiysician of the county Jail, Dr. 
Hidegeiiialter, Dr. P. a U’Kellly, Dr. Anderson and 
Dr. Coleman watched narrowly for the extinction ot 
the last spark of u(e. They found iliai bis pulse 
ceased to iieai, In e-ght mluiites aud his lieart in 
tm rteeu minutes, the samo Ume. it is stated, m 
which I’eic CnrHimau died, when hung In tiecem- 
Ler. ISOT. 
Kdwaixls was Uien pr«muunoed to be 
dead.

The crowd In the yard stayed rouuil for some Ume. 
exjieotliig to see Uie dead m an cut down, but tbe 
police cleared Uie yard, and they were thus pre- 
veuted Irom gratifying Uielr luoroid curiosity to the 
fulL Alter they had been turned out and thé body 
had hung about twentv-flve m inutes a rode pine 
coffin was brought, the rope loosened from its 
lasicm ug and tbe corpse lowered Into it. 
While Edwards was siruggllug in the agonies of 
death, with Ids head thrown oack sod face upwards, 
the perspiration went through the white cap, satu­ 
rating It completely, When the body was in the 
i^ottln this cap was thrown hack for an Instant, and 
those near scanned Uie leatnres. The mouUi was 
uartly open, allowing the white teeth, but the eyes 
were ciou-d. Dr. rtpiogelbalier stated that the neck 
was broken at the second v ertebre. The leaturcs 
were natural. 
One of me hands was clenched Ugbt and the other 
partly ooeu. 
Affer ilie was extinct and white the body was sns- 
dieiKled, the disianco from tbe m an’s feet to tne 
ground whs only an inch aud a half. 
REMOVAL OF TUX BOUV—DISSECTION. 
The oorpae was removed to the City Hospital, 
whore several of the doctors went lor the purpose of 
dlaseoiing It, ami eimilnatlng whatever they could 
of lutei csi to the medical professluu.
